Hall was crowded to its capacity when 
Senator Beveridge called the Republi­ 
can state convention to order at 9:30. 
The crow I was not a record-breaker, 
as the Republicans have filled the hail 
many tim es before. It was large, how­ 
ever, and the enthusiasm bubbled and 
permeated the entire hall. 
The arent* 
was an animated one as the delegates 
flied into the hall and took places in 
the space a: signed for their districts. 
The crowd was well handled by a large 
force of sergeants al arms under Sam­ 
uel E Kerrheval as chief. 
A number 
of polk* men stationed at the doors 
and other conspicuous spots facilitated 
the movement of the crowd. 
Secretary W hittaker of 
the state 
com m ittee had charge of the stage 
where the notables were seated. 
B e­ 
tween 300 and 400 women were seated 
In the balconies and on the stage. 
They were as interested as any of the 
men. and during the session many op­ 
era glasses were directed toward the 
platform and on the aes of cager faces 
on the delegates’ floor. 
When Senator Beveridge arrived the 
band was playing "Dixie.” 
He was 
recognized at once and given the cub 
tomary applause. 
He wore a close­ 
fitting Prince Albert coat, with light- 
colored trousers and large black puff 
tie. 
He looked fit for the work before 
him. 
The dictum of the alate com m ittee 
that none of the candidates should 
have the privilege of the floor was dis­ 
pleasing to som e of them, but they had 
to stand for it. 
Great applause greeted Col. Charles 
Jew ett of New Albany, when he was 
introdu od as chairman of the com m it­ 
tee on resolutions to r*-ad its repent. 
The paragraphs In this report con­ 
gratulating the party on its united and 
harmonious condition; 
pledging the 
support of Indiana Republicans to the 
administration of President Roosevelt; 
favoring the maintenance of American 
authority in the Philippines; denounc­ 
ing the combinations in restraint of 
trade and the raising of prices and ad­ 
vocating legislation for their suppres 
aion, advocating the m aintenance of 
the policy of protection 
with such 
modification of schedules as changing 
conditions may require; favoring the 
enactm ent 
of 
stringent 
legislation 
against anarchy; favoring the enact­ 
ment of such Immigration laws as will

w ages and living; commending the ad­ 
ministration of Governor Durbin and 
the present state officials and of r«b 
cant Republican legislatures; eulogis­ 
ing the Indiana delegation in the sen­ 
ate and house of representatives, and 
advocating still further legislation for 
the protection of labor in Indiana, 
were received with special enthusi­ 
asm.

Berlin, April 25,—Emperor William 
is bitterly criticized in aristocratic 
drawing rooms because untitled busi­ 
ness men constituted the majority of 
his guests during his recent excursion 
in the ftorth Sea on the North German 
Lloyd 
steamer 
Kronprinz Wilhelm. 
So significant is the emperor’s graci­ 
ousness toward these men regarded by 
the old aristocracy, that newspapers 
all over Germany 
with aristocratic 
leanings have, during the last two 
days, begun a regular editorial cam­ 
paign against the new’ policy intro­ 
duced into court life. 
While the Ger­ 
man nobility have long noted with 
apprehension his majesty’s liking for 
the company of the men who are mak­ 
ing industrial and commercial Ger­ 
many, his public entertainment of so 
many business men Is accepted as a 
deliberate recognition of that class at 
court.
